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UNUSUAL  FOREIGN  SCRIP

Most  numismatists  eventually  end  up  with  some  “unusual”  items 
in  their  collections.  These  items  may  be  ancient  barter  money,  errors, 
patterns,  etc.  I  have  recently  begun  to  accumulate  and  enjoy  “foreign” 
issued  paper  scrip  as  an  attraction  addition  to  my  collections.  Scrip 
has  been  defined  by  Tiitus  as  “Non-legal  tender  substitute  for  money, 
redeemable  in  merchandise  or  services  and  sometimes  even  convert¬ 
ible  into  legal  tender”.  Examples  that  fit  this  definition  may  be  tokens, 
notgeld,  depression  notes,  and  company  chits.  However,  some  of  the 
“scrip”  that  I  have  obtained  (or  tried  to  obtain)  may  not  be  redeemable 
for  anything  except  the  enjoyment  that  they  bring  to  this  collector.  The 
following  examples  have,  in  part,  animal  themes  in  their  designs 

The  Jason  Islands  are  part  of  the  Falkland  Island  group  located  in 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  off  the  coast  of  South  America.  Notes  were  issued 
in  denominations  of  50  pence,  £1,  £5,  £10,  and  £20  with  the  front  of 
each  note  containing  the  denomination,  the  words  Jason  Islands,  and 
the  picture  and  signature  of  Len  Hill,  and  the  back  containing  the 
denomination,  the  words  Jason  Islands,  and  a  picture  of  an  island.  The 
notes  are  distinguishable  by  their  size  (increasing  size  for  increasing 
value),  individual  colors  (  green,  purple,  red.  blue  and  brown,  respec¬ 
tively)  and  the  presence  of  a  different  penquin  (  Humboldt,  Jackass, 
Rockhopper,  Gentoo  and  King  penquins,  respectively)  on  the  left  side 
of  the  front  of  each  note.  The  currency  was  issued  by  LenHill  during 
the  1970’s  as  legal  tender  for  the  Islands  of  Great  and  Steeple  Islands, 
within  the  Falkland  Island  group.  Unfortunately,  the  only  inhabitants 
of  these  islands  were  approximately  4  million  penguins,  and  no  peo¬ 
ple.  Mr.  Hill  issued  these  “notes”  to  help  fund  a  penquin  sanctuary  on 
these  islands  after  he  bought  them  in  1970.  Only  50,000  pieces  of  each 
demoniation  were  printed  by  Coinette  of  Colchester  located  in  Essex, 
England.  These  notes  were  the  only  types  issued  due  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  Hill  in  1981.  However,  these  notes  are  easy  to  find  and  can  be 
bought  for  as  little  as  $2.00  for  the  complete  set. 

The  Hutt  River  province,  a  12,000  acre  western  Australian  wheat 
farm  and  self-proclamed  principality,  is  well  known  in  numismatic  cir¬ 
cles  for  the  issuance  of  “legal  tender”  commemorative  coins/medals. 
However,  in  1974A  the  principality  also  issued  notes  in  10#,  20<z,  50c, 
1  and  $2  denominations  that  are  legal  tender  only  in  the  province. 
These  notes  feature  a  common  design  featuring  the  picture  and  sig¬ 
nature  Prince  Leonard  of  Hutt  River,  the  Hutt  River  provincial  seal,  a 
serial  number,  and  the  denomination  on  the  front,  and  the  denomina¬ 
tion,  Hutt  River  province  seal,  and  rows  of  cows  and  farm  machinery 
(tractors)  on  the  back.  The  denominations  are  distinguished  via  the 
color  of  the  note  (blue,  green,  red,  purple,  and  yellow,  respectively). 
These  notes  tend  to  be  hard  to  find. 
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Other  areas  in  Australia  have  also  issued  notes  that  are  only  lega 
tender  within  their  boundaries.  One  such  example  is  Fitzroy  Island,  a 
self-contained  resort  wholly  owned  by  the  Daikyo  Company  of  Japan 
located  in  the  Great  Barrier  Reef  near  Cairns,  Australia.  These  notes- 
are  identified  as  “Cruise  Currency”  and  issued  in  denominations  o 
50^ ,  $1,  $2,  $5,  and  $10.  The  common  design  elements  in  each  note  fea 
ture  the  denomination,  a  picture  of  an  island  and  the  words  ‘Cruise 
Currency’  on  the  back  of  the  note,  and  the  denomination,  ‘Cruise 
Currency’,  and  a  serial  number  on  the  front.  Each  note  is  differentiat 
ed  by  color,  and  the  picture  of  a  different  indigenous  Australian  ani 
mal  (kangaroo,  marlin,  platypus,  koala  and  frilled  neck  lizard,  respec 
tively)  on  the  front.

Finally,  notes  from  the  Country  of  Oceanus  have  become  availablt 
to  collectors  These  multi-colored  notes  are  issued  by  the  Oceanu 
Institute  of  Nanset-Seawall,  Maine  as  educational  donation  receipt 
for  contributions  to  their  effort  to  “make  everyone  aware  of  the  pligh 
of  our  seas,  the  environment  and  what  you  can  do  about  it”.  The  threi 
denominations  of  1  Currentsea,  10  Currentsea  and  10,000  Currentse? 
contain  pictures  by  Peter  C.  Thompson  of  various  sea  animals  an« 
birds  over  which  are  superimposed  the  denomination,  signatures,  etc 
The  one  currentsea  note  shows  capelin  and  marine  copepods  on  tb 
front  and  a  rock  crab  on  the  back,  the  10  currentsea  note  shows  ; 
greater  shearwater  on  the  front  and  a  yellowfin  tuna  on  the  backs  am 
the  10,000  currentsea  note  has  a  ring-billed  gull  on  the  front  and  ai 
Atlantic  cod  on  the  back. 

The  above  are  just  some  of  the  types  of  numismatica  that  cai 
increase  the  attractiveness  of  one’s  collection.
